Our of this pure 
well-Spring of perte& wealth, thou [halt draw our ſuch 
true knowledge, as [hall cauſe thee per{picuouſly to per- 
ceiue, that too much dignirie, riches, and authoritie, be- 
ing little better than the very Hang-men, and rormen- 
tors of mens minds, are of wiſe men to bee contemned, 
and deſpiſed. This Inftrudtrix and faithfull Miſtrelle, 
will demonftrate vnto thee, what a multitude of men do 
fondly admireand much wonder, what ſhould be the 
cauſe, why they are ſo greatly and grieuoully day and 
night vexed and perplexed. Finally, He which is well 
fraught, and furniſht with the wholeſome precepts of 
Philoſophie, ſhall in concluſion bring himſelfe to the 
King ofKings and Prince ofall Princes, that is, he ſhall 
be reduced from the vnlinited and illegitimate worthip 
of the Creature, to the Creator himſelfe ; and ſure, 1 
thinke, that he which is thus prudent and prouident, is 
not wiſe inthe leaſt degree ; for, every Chriſtian Courri- 
erought eſpecially ro take care, and-make a Conſcience 
hereof, namely, chat he be ſo exerciſed in the Court of 
his Prince here, that hereafter hee may without Ship- 
wracke of Conſcience, atcheiue and arriue, at the Haven 
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of the -Heauenly Court, - and Kingdome of Ieſus 
Now then after the. ſtudic of Wiſedome, let not the 
td Courtier by any meanes omit, or negle& the Studie of 
quence. 'Lawha s, and Eloquence ; and let him eſpeci- 
ally,bend Fs beſt endeuours,toattainevnto the prompt, 
Fhſtorie.  perfe&; and moſt commendable Knowledge of Hiſto- 
ries, and Antiquities, to-which, indeed I cannot ſuffici

0 the admirable power © 
of truth, which cam moſs cafily ſuſtaine and maintaine ut ſelje, 
arainſt all the ſagacity, and moſt acute ſubtiliy, craft , and col- 
lourable treachery, of mans brane , or breſt whatſocuer. E« 
ſteeme it rhen a greater glory and grace,to ſufter diſgrace 
for truth and verity, then to receiue much honour, and 

reſent preferrementyfor falſhood-and flattery. It may 
[0s the hatred, which thou pretendeſtthat this truth wil 
ingender, is with the vulgar.ſort, or comrhon-people; 
well, be it ſo, yer-afſuredly, amongſt true and taithtull 
frends, nothing is more acceptable, nothing more de- 
leable,than truthand ſincerity,ifit bee notimbirrered, 
with churliſh, or vaciuill aſperity , and improper or ill 
proportioned, with rigid roughnes and (euericy, which 
cuermore ſhould beabſent from amiable eruth.

Nottobe too Yet ( friendly Courtier) let not this much moone or 

credulous, rnoleft thee, but take heed whom thou truſteſt, for in truſt 
is treaſon. And in this regard, ler euery Courtierbe moſt 
curiouſly circumſpe&tand vigilant, and what Homer re- 
quires in a Prince, namely, that he be quick ſighted,and 
watchfull, een & Una, hauing eyes both behind and 
before. Ler the wiſe Courtier ( I ſay ) preſcribe vnto 
himlſelfe the famerule. And let him not incon(iderately, 
lightly, or (leightly, put confidence in a glauering, croo- 
ching, and deepely proteſting or ſwearing Friend. If 
thou any thing at all, eſteeme me, heare and belecue this 
from me;elſe thou wilt ſoone or late repent,that erethou 
didſt truſt a Saint-like faluation and proteſtation, Let E- 
picharmus his wiſedome be forcible and effeuallin thee. 
Nulli Fidere, To truſt nene.Vn\cſle thou doe loytis a thou- 
fand to one, but that crafrie Y/5/es, will at onetime or 0- 
ther, encounter chollericke 4/4x. And thus thou ſhale

0 would 1 might beneither too mightte, nor too niuſe- 
rable;becaule indeed Mediocritie or a Meane,is the moſt 
de{iderable and deleAable thing in the world:and places 
of higheſt Honour, doe cauſe and procure the greateſt 
dangers. And contrariwiſe, Experience it ſelte, which 
nener deceines, teacheth vs truely, that a moſt deieted 
and low eſtate, ingenders di{daine, contempt and con- 
t rumelic : they therefore are truly wiſe, which both ſay

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The (ourtof King Fames. 
and doe, as Phocylides did : nova wits dren ut © Haw Us 
nan Hin. 1 deſire to be an indifferent Citizen : for, many 
moſt excellent things conſiſt in Mediacritie. To ſhur vp all 
ina word ; 1 hey, which in all their endeuouas, delire to 
keepethe Golden meane line molt furc,moſt ſecure trom 
feare of diſtrefle and danger. Such a ſoft and {weete kind 
of liferherefore, which Salomon the worlds wonder for 
Wiſedome, fought and beſought of God,giuing the rea- 


ſon of his requelt, which was to a moſt honeſt and holy 


end, as is excellently fer torth Pro. 3o. Such a kind of lite 
(I fay) it thou be wiſe, I wiſhthou wouldſ eſpecially de- 
lireand delight in. And afſuredly, itthou greedily gape 
not after more, or more neceſlary things, than are com- 
petently ſuthcient; this may very well ſatiſhe and con- 
tent any man to liue an honeſt, wiſe, and blefed lite. 
Moreouer, it the aftayres of thy Prince call thee to the 
expedition, of any great, notable, and important em- 
ployment, be not too highly conceited or afteted with 


. this honour, or preferment. Neither be thou of opinion, 


that thy reputation, orauthoritie,cannot well conliſt in 
ſaferie, vnleſle ations of ſuch conſequence, relie and de- 
pend vpon thy performance, Auoid rather(good Cour- 
tier )it I may aduiſerhee, by the examples ot others, the 
roo mnch intermedling in the difhcult affayres, and ſe- 
cretcountels of thy Prince zbut fo farre forth as theyare 
lt and honeſtthou mayſt, vnder goe them ; yet I ſay do 
not greedily delire to hauethe ſpecially hand in them. 
For, it thoſe employments ( though nener ſo great im- 
licitand intricate, doe not gaine and obtaine a happie 
and hopetull iſſue and ſacceſſe, then thou, who building 
Caltles in theayre, hadſtpurpos'd thereby to haue ſer vp 
the plumes of thy fame and renowne, ſhalt contrariwile 
Ps now

now become a grieuous and egregious conſumer and 
bankrupr, as it were, of thy tormer hoped tame, by a tu- 
ture hapning [hame. 

Now alſo as touching Matrimony or Marriage, I firſt 1...

thereunto ſolely or ingly conſtrained, thou put not thy 55 9! Frum 
ſelte forward in ſuch a bulineſle, for wee tinde it true by Ta 
experimentall proote, that many men. ( others being de- 
barr'd and kept out)haue beene admitted, or rather haue 
interminglcd and inuolued themſelues into the ſecrets, 
and matrimonial negotiations of Princes;as it they were 
the onely ominous Augours, and ſolid South-ſayers of 
Nuprtialls and Marriges ; but haue thereby cuen plunged 
and ouer-whelmed themſelues, into great and grieuous 
dangers, eſpecially when the eucnt hath not tortunately 
anſwered the inten. 

Apaine, let the Courtier take heed in this reſpe&, and 0! Humility, 
embrace the good counſell of Pelyprs, which is, that hee 
highly eltceme Sobrietie,& Humulicie, leaſt being by any 
thing pufted vp with pride,the Prince doe not onely per- 
ceiue, but puniſh the ſame, in that ſuch a one would f 
ſeeme and be eſteemed, more wileand prudent than his 
Prince. I his 1san infallible truth, that Princes indeede 
doe delight in, and loue men famous tor their learning, 
vertue, long grounded and graue experience : but they 
will, by no mcanes,admit or permit with a patient mind, 
any whomſocuer, that goes aboutto promote and pre- 


ferre themſclues aboue him ; northofe who tor cuuill go- * 
uernnient are more highly prized or prayled than him- 
ſelte : Afluredly it hath beenein times paſt, is atthis pre- « 
mays will be in time to come, molt taithtully true ;

But I ſpeake not this, to that end and purpoſe, that aH 
mpjuoie all treedome and libertie of ſpeech, ſhould bee 
taken from Courriers, being both graue, wiſe, and vn- 
deritanding men ; For, neither is it befitting, nor doth it 
ſtand with reaſon, chatthey ſhould ſo low deie&tand a- 
baſe themſclues, as either to allow and approue of the 
illiberall and ſeruile opinions of others, or them(ſclues to 
ſpeake vnfaithtully;which abſurditieand impierie (it wee 
will beleeue Plutarch) is moſt worthy to bee reproued, 
and reprchended of all men. Let not then the Courtier, 
ifan honeſt, graue,and diſcreet man, feare the diſpleaſure 
of his Prince,whereby he {hould be reſtrained, not treely 


to deliuer thoſe things, which he hath truly and wilcly. 


conceiued in his heart. 


gimulation &  MOrcouer, let both Simulation and Diſ-{itmulation, 
diſsiaulation that1s, all counterfeiting or colourable diſſembling, bee 


farre from the Courtly Counſellour, whenſocuer hee is 
to giue his Iudgement,or deliuer his opinion,concerning 
any matters alreadie propounded. Ler him notthen ſo 
much deſire to inlinuate, and creepe into the tauour and 
gracious acceptation of his Prince, by traudulent cozen- 
age, vnhonelt trickes, or falſe tales ; as by vertue, wit, e- 
loquence, cxcellencie, and integritie,with all which nor- 
withſtanding that he may be enriched and richly garni- 
ſhed, yer let him not for this cauſe deride and langh 0- 
thers to {corne, or baſcly eſteeme and vilitie them 3 m_ 
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*fo admire 2nd magnihe kimſcife, that by this meanes,he 
as it were peſſundaie and tread tom vnder his foote. 
But whatthen ? Why atfuredly whoſoeucr treades this 
path, walkes hailily into the high-way of h1s owne ruine 
and deſtruftion, which happily hath not hapned to any 
one in our, or our Auncettors knowledpe and remem- 
brance. Doubtleſle this ſame Philautra, or ie!lc-louc ne- 
uer makes mention or motion toany goodnetle. Neither 
isit repugnant to realon and equitie, that he which onely 
delires to pleaſe and content himlelte, and contemptu- 
ouſly {cornes and contemnes others, {hould ſemblablic 
be of others di{dained, reiected, and ſcorned. 

Furthermore (kind Courtier) I would hcre admonilſh Honeſt aduiſe 
thee this one thing alſo, That it peraduenture,by theau- * = 
thoritic of thy Prince, thou be to lit in Counſell about 
matters of great Conſequence z that thou ſeriouſly and 
ſedulouily ponder in mind, and ſtriftly examine, whe- 
ther the Counſell or bulinefle to be then vndertaken, in 
the name and right of thy Prince, be plealing ro God, 
profitable to che Common wealth, befitting the fame and 
reputation of the Counſellours themlelues, as alſo eaſily

dilcreerand prudent in counſelling, asallo moſt cunning

cially are of all other men moſt impatient of delayes. 
The to vie delay or protraftion of time, and cither 
by reaſon of the dullnefle of wit, or [low motions and 
conceptions of the minde, or elle through want of ma- 
ture ludgement, to procraſtinate and put oft trom day to 
day buſineſſes, and imployments ot great importance, 
andeſpeciall moment, will not onely be very preiudici-

the chiefeſt and moſt ſage of all the Philoſophers, in his 
fourth Booke of his Echicks,Nuſ, quam plares qui familiari 
ſermone,et conuit{u blando, gratiam Principum aucupantnr, 
quam in 4u{;s, Neuer were there moe knowne,which with 
tamiliar ſpeech, and ſmooth behauiour, did ſo hunt after 
the grace and fauour of Princes, as in Kings Courts, 
T here, wholocuer followes the Court, doth viſually ap- 
roue, and prayſe all thingsat their owne pleaſure, thin- 
16s and iudging that it is not fit they ſhould trou- 
ble or moleſt thoſe whom they alwayes flock about,and 
are daily fed at their Trenchers. Hence I colle&,and not 
without iuſt cauſe conclude, that flatterers like impious 
impoſtures are moſt worthy of hatred, for whiles this 
molt peftiferous kind of creatures doe thus carrie them- Flattery hin- 
ſelues, all ſincere offices of faithful friendſhip are vtterly ders the of 
forſaken, whoſe ſpeciall property amongſt many others, £;eqgup. 
15 to. admoniſh, and be admonilhed, to doe the one free- 
ly without bitterneſle, and to indure the other paciently, 
without reliſtance, which friendly offices pe! they be 
thus entertained, theyare ſincerely and faithfully done, 


and friends hereby doenot eaſily runne headlong in (in 
L 2 and 
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and-wickedneſſe butare-contrariwiſeſweetely and ſca- 
ſonably reduced and preferued trom groſe inormities. 
Examples I know more clearely, i}luſtrateand confirme 
the truth ;/tell me therefore I-pray thee (kind Courrier) 
Whar mmade'XNero fo cruell who was fo gratioully edu- 
cared? Flatrery; that is, thar moſt filthy and (laniſh ſinne | 
whereby for his bellyes, pallats and Lucres ſake heasit | 
were ſould himſelfe to the perpetrating andcommiting 
of any, moſt atrocious, and inhumane impiety whatſoe- 
uer. | what made Ceſar rebel, againſt his owne nartine 
Country? Flattery : What made Rehoboays 4 Tyrant. 
Flattery;zwhat needs many words: Is it not extant inhi- 
ſtories that Dr/onrſins his flatrerers did call his cruelty,iuſ- 
tice,” and _ did nor the flatterers of 4ſ/werns as 
is ſpecified 4n'the ſacred Scriprtures;cry outand ſay. /»/s 
eſt Regis indignatio,, the wrath of the King is wpright aud

Bur peraduenture thou wilt obieR and ſay, a Courtier 
muſt kauea cloake againſt euery winde that bloweth:In- 
deede [ heare it, arid it griues me that I heare it, yer I can 
hardly, and in trath very hardly, denie and-gainſay ir. 
For Courtierrs had neede to apply and confirme them- 
ſelues, toalloccaſions, and-to the conditions ofthe 
with whomerhey live; to bee ſubtill and craftic both'in 
their Geniw5and diſpolition, and more mutable and vari 
able than Protews himſelfe. Bur heere I muſt intreate the 
reader that he would not entertaine ſuch a thought of 
me, as that,what is now to this purpoſe ſaid or written is 
out of any enuie;peraduenture I haue writ ſomwhat too 
freely, (which if ſo) yet truly tis free from all malignant 
bitterneſſe. Andindeede it wee will con{ideronethin 
with another. who is hee that knowes not that there be

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thoſe in a Court,who atthe firſt ſight doe ſeeme to have 
in them much grauity, literature, and ſingular humanity, 


and yet forall this being deepely diu'd into,and narrow- 
ly obſerued are knowne vnder theſe beautifull, and ſpe- 


- nous outfides and vales of vertue, to couer and keepe (e- 


cretthe deadly poyſon of flattery? And with good rea- 
ſon, for the Court is the flatterers ſtage or Theatre where- 
in hee ſtill doth praiſe, roadapt and fithimſelte to all 
aſſayes excelling Polypme farre, yea and the Cameleon in 
change of coullours & mntability of conditions. Peren- 
#i«s endeauouring to enlatgeandamplitic his pomp and 
power,brought Commodus the Emperor to his vtter ouer- 
throw,yea many other , haue by this helliſh inchanrting 
poylon, of flattery infatuated and finally ruinated many 


mighty monarches, potent and powerfull Conquerors of 
kingdomes and nations. But that I may briefely contra&t 


allina word, that, of Gnatho , hath eſpeciall reſidence at 
Court : LZuicquid dicunt laudo;zd rurſum fi negant Jaudo id

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The Truthlefſe Troopes of flatterers proceed, 
From Courts of Kings, and there they breede and feede. 


_ All this not withſtanding,bee thou ( kinde Courtier) 

which intendeſt to leade this life, a louer of honeſty , jul- 

tice, & integrity, we deny not,but that flatrery may haue 

his harueſt( & for a time )may reape his commodities in 

the Court, But this againe I ſay with a moſt conſtant 8 

immoueable perſiyalion and aſlurance,that the commo= 
dicies, acquired and obtained by flattery, are alwaies,for 
the preſent, moſt odious and oppolite,to true credit and 
reputation, and will vndoubtedly in proceſle of time, 

bring deſerued diſcreditand defamation. Let all Cour- 
tiers therefore elchew this Scyla, and Charibdss ;, which, 
ſurely all thatare wiſe andiintelligent will doe , conſide- 
ring that; Nibill ſimulatum Dinturnum , No counter feite 
thing can long continue. Ty 


Inſolenceand Let that Courtier take great heed to himſelfe, who pre- 
Arrogance. (ently hopes to haue honoures heap'r vpon him , for his 


arrogant and vaineglorious pride and preſumptuous in- 
ſolence,yea rather let him carry & behaue himſelfe more 
ſabmifle more lowly, for hence {hall acrew and ariſe vn- 
to hima twofauld benefit and Commodity, firſt he ſhall 
be ſure thereby to continue the reſpe& and fauour of 
him from whome his hope of preferment is deriued; ſe- 
condly he (hall by this meanes be free , from tharcom- 
mon peſtilence ( I meane Enuie ) wherewith the Court 
of Kingsare cuerinfeted. 

Moreouer, let the Courtierbe mindfull hereof that all 
wordly dignity and honour is moſt traile and tranfitory, 
eſpecially in courts. Let thatalſo be had in frequent and 
ſerious conlideratio, which Cicero left not only to Cour- 
tiers

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* giers, butto vs all, Luants ſumus ſuperiores, tantd ſubmiſ- 
| fiusnosgerammws;; by how much the more eminent we are, (0 
' auihthe more lowly and courteouſly we ſhould carrie our 
ſelves. Let therefore I ſay, proud oſtentation and inſo- 
lent arrogancie,be tarre and tinally expell'd and baniſhed 
from euery Courtier. And let him nor, attributing and 
alcribing roo much to himſelte,ouercontidently, but ra-

ther anxioully and - doubttully, attewpr the higheſt 
things. 
And when the Courtier hath by his Princes bountic Gratitude or 
- and liberalitie, obtained any benefit 'or commoditie; let *>n\fulnelle, . 
him { ſetting apart all allalincariin and vaine glori- | 
ous ſeltetlation)}make knowne; and tell abroad by whoſe 
bountieand benignitie he receiued the ſame, and he muſt 


by all meanesendeuour to rettibure all condigne thank- 
tulnefſe ro him alone forthe ſame. For it were very vniuſt 


& vnindifterent for any man to ſeeme to haue atchieued, 
and deriued that, though nere (o little, from another, 
which hath onely flowed from the fountaine of his Prin- 
ces tauour. 

Now furthermore, as touching money, he thatknowes gfmoney & 
not how to viea meaſure in the hauing & crauing there- couctouſnelle 
of, ler ſuch a Courtier be expelled the Court, as hauing *"**%: 
vncleane hands, and a corrupted heart. For, can there be 
any preſent good hap, or tuture good hope in a greedie 
couctous man ? He as Salut ſayth, neuer endeuours to 
tread the paths of truth and equitie, becauſe as he is alto= 

ether vnfurnilht of all good Sciences, and honeſtie : {0 
1s he torally filled and fraught with craftand meere kna- 
uery.Auariceis expertin the trade and ſtudie of hngring 
money, which no wiſe man will immodeltly delire or 


ſeeke after, and with greatreaſon, for, this, as being im- 
L 4 brued 
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brued arid wholly infe&ted with deadly poyſons, doth 
make both the ſoule and bodic ofman moſt degenerous, 
foule, and effeminare, tis alwayes infinite and inſatiable, 
tis ncucrabared by plentie, or pouertie. Worthy Saluſt, 
thou ſayſt moſt truly and wiſely indeed. For, doubtleſle 
as gold istry'dby the Tonch ftone,l0 is man try'd by gold. 
Whar then,canſtthouexpet from a Courtier dedicated 
and vtterly addicted to an inſatiable and greedie gaping 
aſter gold, and filthie gaine? In whomſoeuerthis is tound 
be ſure to find theſe allo,to wit,hard-hearredneſle,atrou- 
bled mind, violence; crafr, and knauery, trecherie, dee 
ceit; rapine,difloyaltie 3 And what it we hereunto adde, 
with that excellent Oratour. Tam ſanitum ee nibil wel 


ſolenne.quod non awaritia violare ſolet et comminuere. That 


there is nothing ſo ſacred, ſoucratgne, or ſolemne, which aua- 
rice doth nat <Kolate and extenuate. 1 deny nor, bur thatic 
15 honeſtie and diſcreet prouidence, for any man to pro- 
uide, and furniſh himſelfe with all vſ{ctull neceſlaries tor 
him and his ; but haue we not ſeene and knowne, thae 
theſe haue bzene by many Courrtiers got and gained with 
a foule,/ ſpotted, and ſtained conſcience : by ſuch I ſay, 
who neuer had learned wilely co limic the vnlimmirted 
bounds of inſatiable couctice. Wheretore be moſt aſſu- 
redly perſwaded hereof ( kind Courtier ) that ifthou 
mulriplie thy Riches, and amplifie thy Fortunes by the 
ruines and wrongs of other men, thou wiltnor ſpare nor 
feareto be iniuricus tothy Countrey,Prince, andneereſt 
or dcereſt friends. 

Andthough Kings and Princes ( the eſtate and.condi- 
tion of things ſo requiring ) are moſt liberall and bountis 
full ro this or that man, paying vnto them, and confer- 
ring vpon them molt large ſtipends, and rich reucnues; 
yeh 
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yet be not thou ( good Courtier) ſoauaritiouſly minded 
as to deſire and indeuour to wreſt, and violently (as it 
were) to extort from thy Prince his wealth and treaſure, 
whither he giue or denie what thou delireſt: heare and 
make vſe of this counſell and wholeſome admonition, 
which that I may more perſpicuouſly and cuidently illu+ 
ſtrate,take by the way this thor example: I ſuppole that 
no man is ignorant, that cuen at Feaſts, and moſt ſump- 
tuous Banquets, there is alwayes ſome one or other 
which is not ſoreſpettiuely entertained as the reſt : ſo is 
Itin Courts, wherin ſome haue what they hope for;other- 
ſome leape ſhort of that they long and looke for. Let 
Courtiers confider this, not the, new vpſtarts, or thoſe 
which were lately initiated into the Court, but which 


haue ſpent and beſtowed the greateſt part of their Agein 
this kind of life, and then T doubt not but they will Inge- 


nuouſly and freely confeſle, that what we haue herein 
faid, is moſt infallibly faithfull and true. 


Let the Courtieralſo indefatigably firiue and ende- To beindu- 


vour, that he may not ſeeme to his Prince idle, lazie, or 
roo remiſſe and negligent in the ſpeedie diſpatch of buſi- 
neiſes and employments:for ſuch a ſeruantcertainly will 
he not vouchſafe (and that deſeruedly ) ſo much as to 
looke vpon, holding him no better than a troubleſome 
burthen, or an vnprofitable drone, and as not worthie to 
live amongſt induſtrious, laborious Bees, wherefore ler 
the Courtier be carefull to expreſle himſelte profitable, 
diligeent, and cuer readie preſt to performe whathe is 
commaunded, let him I ſay ſhew himſelfe a labourious 
Bee, not an idle drone, {leepie dormouſe, or pernicious 
waſpe, in his Princes Palace. 
Now I make no queſtion, but that Courtiers are (and 
M indeed 


{trious and 
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xo Corr. Indeed with ſpeciall good reaſon, as chiefly appertaining 


tiersmay be. tO them) very inquilitiue, and defirous roknow by what 
come mile & rneanes they may beſt acquire and attaine vnro Courtly 
pobeique.  wiſedome and policie; I therefore thus anſiwere both the 
Courtierand Politician, namely, that the knowledge of 
them both,is thus eſpecially mined by much reading, 
frequent employments, long experience, proceſle oftime 
trauaile into forraine Countries wiſely diſpoſed, diligent 
obſcruationofthe liues and conditions of men; and fi- 
nally, by wiſe contemplation of Kingdomes,Courts;and 
Common-wealths, Now whoſocuer is graciouſly and 
egregiouſly furniſhed withtheſe;ſhall not onely,innope, 
be profitable to himſelfe; but alſo in deed moſt acceprta- 
ble ro his Prince : And whatſoeuer Courtier {hall haue 
mim nee this prudence to himſelfe, ſhall aſſuredly find 
imſelfe intentiuely and readily prepared for all occaſi- 
ons offered. And indeed, to lay the truth, withour fit 
opportunirtie,cuen vertue,or whatſocuer excellencie may 
conlift in any Courtier, yea, in any man whatere he be, 
doth pine, lanquiſh, and lie dead in him. 

Moreouer, let the Courtier indeuour by all poſſible 
meanes,that by ſome honeſt ofhice or other, he ſhew him- 
felfe, louingly reſpeRtiue of all Princes, ſo thar they be 
not his enemies, whom he is molt neerely and nece(ſerily 
obliged vnto, otherwiſe he will be contemprible and 
hatetull vntothem. And it he cannor pertorme offices 
of obſeruance to all, yet at the lealt let him not contemne 
or diſdaine them, and lethim wiſely auoid, and free him- 
ſelte from the ſuſpicion thereof, for in ſuch and ſo mani- 
fold changes and chances of humaine affayres, he which 
to day was great and mighty,may ſuddenly ſinke down, 
anda meere ſtranger ſucceed him. Let Courriers m__

net, honourableand harmelefle man,a man thar is a true 
louer of learninz,vertue, and pierie : ſuch nefarious, faRti- 
ous fellowes, which ſtrugle and ſtriue to trouble a Com- 
mon Wealth,to ſupplancthe good, and to hold the Scep- 
ter of all ſoueraignrie, in their vnworthy fiſts, doe moſt 
commonly linck & knit vnto them, a knot of ſuch deſpe- 


rate Knaues, as formerly hauing thirſted after glory, and
